Buffalo, Oct. 12 VPi — The

I says there is now sufficient evi­ 
dence of a relationship between 
smoking 
cigarettes 
and

cancer and advises the public to 
stop smoking cigarettes to re­ 
duce the incidence of the disease.

American youth to “ponder well 
the question of whether the risk 
involved (in cigarette smoking) 
is worth the pleasure gained.” 
Dr. Morton L. Levin, assistant 
New York State Health Com­ 
missioner, offered the resolution. 
It passed by a 13-3 vote, with 
about two dozen of those present 
not voting. 
Dr. Levin said many of those 
not voting were not members of 
the association. 
He said the association, to his 
knowledge, was the first public 
cancer group to specifically ad­ 
vise the public against smoking 
cigarettes.

NEW MAJ OR INDUSTRY 
Americans are turning mo re and mo re 
to crime. Directo r J . Edgar Ho o v er o f the 
Federal Bureau o f Inv estigatio n repo rts 
that if the present rise in crime co ntinues, 
the y ear 19 54 will witness the highest po int 
o n reco rd. In its first six mo nths 1,136,140 
majo r crimes were co mmitted. This is 8.5 
per cent mo re than fo r the co rrespo nding 
perio d in 19 53. During the same time po p­ 
ulatio n increased less than two per cent. 
A po pular fallacy is dispelled by Ho o v er. 
It is no t, as many Americans like to believ e, 
o ur teeming cities that sho w this alarming 
crime increase, but the suppo sedly peace­ 
ful co untry side. Fro m J anuary thro ugh 
J une in 19 54 city crime increased o nly 7.2 
per cent as against 11.9 per cent in the 
rural areas.

GEORGE SOKOLSKY 
SCHLESINGER ON OPPENHEIMER 
The H arv ard historian and A.D.A. philosopher 
A rthu r M. Schlesinger, Jr., has w ritten a piece 
on 
Robert 
Oppenheimer 
for 
“The 
Atlantic 
Monthly ” which intrigu es me becau se when an 
historian tu rns propagandist, he may permit him­ 
self liberties which a jou rnalist wou ld reject. 
A rthu r Schlesinger, Jr., wrote: 
“Is absolu te secu rity possible short of an ab­ 
solu te state? Robert Oppenheimer was dou btless 
at moments a cock y , irritating, ev en arrogant 
man. Bu t su rely no arrogance of Oppenheimer 
eq u als the arrogance of those who, in the fright­ 
ening words of the Gray Board, affirm that ‘it 
has been demonstrated that the Gov ernment can 
search . . . the sou l of an indiv idu al whose rela­ 
tionship to his Gov ernment is in q u estion.’ 
“The Gov ernment which claims to do this 
wou ld hardly seem a Gov ernment for Americans.” 
Unfortu nately that is not w'hat the Gray Re­ 
port said. The three dots which show an elision 
are insu fficient. Mu ch more is omitted from a 
short paragraph which mak es Professor Schles- 
inger’s q u otation altogether inadeq u ate. First I 
shall giv e the sentence in fu ll that the learned 
historian has shortened: 
“We believ e that it has been demonstrated 
that the Gov ernment can search its own sou l and 
the sou l of an indiv idu al whose relationship to his 
Gov ernment is in q u estion with fu ll protection of 
the rights and interests of both.” 
Of cou rse, the omission of the words, “with 
fu ll protection of the rights and interests of both,” 
changes the meaning of the sentence completely . 
Now' let u s hav e a look at the entire para­ 
graph In the Gray Report: 
“We find ou rselv es in agreement with mu ch 
that u nderlies both points of v iew-. We believ e 
that the people of ou r cou ntry can be reassu red 
by this proceeding that it is possible to condu ct 
an inv estigation in calmness, in fairness, in dis­ 
regard of pu blic clamor and priv ate pressu res, 
and with dignity . We believ e that it has been 
demonstrated that the Gov ernment can search 
its own sou l and the sou l of an indiv idu al whose 
relationship to his Gov ernment is in q u estion with 
fu ll protection of the rights and interests of both. 
We believ e that loy alty and secu rity can be ex ­ 
amined w'ithin the framework s of the traditional 
and inv iolable principles of American ju stice.” 
This mak es Professor Schlesinger’s elisions 
ev en more in bad taste, su rely for a Harv ard his­ 
torian, becau se the Gray Board states its terms 
precisely to mak e u nju stifiable a criticism of its 
condu ct from the standpoint of “a Gov ernment 
for Americans.” 
The problem that faced those of Dr. Robert 
Oppenheimer’s colleagu es who were forced to sit 
in ju dgment of him was not that he is, as Profes­ 
sor Schlesinger writes, “a cock y , irritating, ev en 
arrogant man.” Many v ery able men in their own 
fields are cock y , irritating and arrogant. Many of 
the professors, most popu lar among y ou ngsters, 
are lik e that. 
Robert Oppenheimer’s trou bles arose from the 
fact that he lied, that his lies made no sense as 
the tru th might hav e made sense. Granting his 
enormou s abilities, one still wonders at the moral 
q u alities of a man who deliberately lies and who 
when he is forced by cross-ex amination to admit 
that he lied, seems to find nothing immoral abou t 
it.

“19 . It was reported that y ou hav e consistent­ 
ly denied that y ou hav e ev er been a member of 
the Commu nist Party . It was fu rther reported 
that y ou stated to a representativ e of the Federal 
Bu reau of Inv estigation in 19 46 that y ou had a 
change of mind regarding the policies and politics 
of the Sov iet Union abou t the time of the signing 
of the Sov iet-German pact in 19 39 . It was fu rther 
reported that du ring 19 50 y ou stated to a repre­ 
sentativ e of the Federal Bu reau of Inv estigation 
that y ou had nev er attended a closed meeting of

That Bo dy o f Yo urs

THE TIME TO LEARN LANGUAGES 
When medicine inv ades the realm of edu cation 
it is news not alone to doctors bu t to the world 
at large. A possible contribu tion of incalcu lable 
v alu e to teaching and a means to the desired ends 
of Canadian bilingu alism was made by an eminent 
Canadian medical man when Dr. Wilder Penfield, 
director of the famed Montreal Neu rological In­ 
stitu te, made a scientific attack on the way for­ 
eign langu ages are tau ght in Canadian schools. 
Canada has two official langu ages, French and 
English, bu t althou gh French is tau ght in English- 
speak ing high schools, there are few pu pils emerg­ 
ing from one of these schools who can speak it 
flu ently and ev en intelligibly . 
Dr. Penfield feels that edu cators are ignornng 
the ev olu tion of the hu man brain and do not start 
teaching foreign langu ages u ntil long after stu ­ 
dents hav e passed the age when they cou ld easily 
and effectiv ely learn them. He states that ignor­ 
ance of foreign langu ages is the greatest barrier 
which ex ists to world u nity and accord y et speech 
was the hu man brain’s first miracle and it was 
speech which serv ed to mak e man what he is in­ 
stead of one of the animals. “The brain of man is 
the organ of destiny . It holds within its hu mming 
mechanism secrets that will determine the fu tu re 
of the hu man race,” he writes. 
Animals, ex plains Dr. Penfield. bees and birds, 
dogs and monk ey s, u se an inborn inherited lan­ 
gu age. The brain of a child at birth, on the other 
hand, possesses speech areas which are lik e a 
clean slate ready to be written u pon. From the 
age-of one on throu gh early childhood u p to 10 to 
14 y ears, these speech areas on the brain are 
plastic and receptiv e. All this time the brain is 
especially adapted to the learning of langu ages 
bu t after the age of 10 to 14, it gradu ally seems 
to become rigid, slow' and less receptiv e in this 
direction. Why shou ld foreign langu ages mak e 
their first appearance on the school program long 
after a boy or girl has lost fu ll capacity for lan­ 
gu age learning? 
What is Dr. Penfield’s su ggestion? Children 
from English-speak ing homes wou ld go throu gh 
nu rsery school, k indergarten and the early grades 
u ntil they were eight or ten y ears old u nder care 
of teachers whose mother tongu e was French. 
They wou ld accept q u ite natlirally a state of af­ 
fairs in which they learned Mother Goose in Eng­ 
lish at home and in French at school, or v ice 
v ersa. After the first two or three y ears, the 
Frnech speak ing teachers cou ld be ex changed for 
Spanish, German or other, if a third langu age was 
wanted. “A child will come throu gh it with no 
more effort for three langu ages than for one.” 
Perhaps the specialized k nowledge of this fa­ 
mou s neu rologist may lead the way to a rev olu ­ 
tion in the theory of the teaching of langu ages. 
His su ggestions are certainly well worth thou ght­ 
fu l consideration by ou r edu cators.

SCHLESINGER ON OPPENHEIMER 
The H arvard historian and A.D.A. philosopher 
A rthur M. Schlesinger, Jr., has w ritten a piece 
on 
Robert 
Oppenheimer 
for 
“The 
Atlantic 
Monthly” which intrigues me because when an 
historian turns propagandist, he may permit him­ 
self liberties which a journalist would reject. 
A rthur Schlesinger, Jr., wrote: 
“Is absolute security possible short of an ab­ 
solute state? Robert Oppenheimer was doubtless 
at moments a cocky, irritating, even arrogant 
man. But surely no arrogance of Oppenheimer 
equals the arrogance of those who, in the fright­ 
ening words of the Gray Board, affirm that ‘it 
has been demonstrated that the Government can 
search . . . the soul of an individual whose rela­ 
tionship to his Government is in question.’ 
“The Government which claims to do this 
would hardly seem a Government for Americans.” 
Unfortunately that is not what the Gray Re­ 
port said. The three dots which show an elision 
are insufficient. Much more is omitted from a 
short paragraph which makes Professor Schles- 
inger’s quotation altogether inadequate. First I 
shall give the sentence in full that the learned 
historian has shortened: 
“We believe that it has been demonstrated 
that the Government can search its own soul and 
the soul of an individual whose relationship to his 
Government is in question with full protection of 
the rights and interests of both.” 
Of course, the omission of the words, “with 
full protection of the rights and interests of both,” 
changes the meaning of the sentence completely. 
Now' let us have a look at the entire para­ 
graph in the Gray Report: 
“We find ourselves in agreement with much 
that underlies both points of view. We believe 
that the people of our country can be reassured 
by this proceeding that it is possible to conduct 
an investigation in calmness, in fairness, in dis­ 
regard of public clamor and private pressures, 
and with dignity. We believe that it has been 
demonstrated that the Government can search 
its own soul and the soul of an individual whose 
relationship to his Government is in question with 
full protection of the rights a rd interests of both. 
We believe that loyalty and security can be ex­ 
amined within the frameworks of the traditional 
and inviolable principles of American justice.” 
This makes Professor Schlesinger’s elisions 
even more in bad taste, surely for a Harvard his­ 
torian, because the Gray Board states its terms 
precisely to make unjustifiable a criticism of its 
conduct from the standpoint of “a Government 
for Americans.” 
The problem that faced those of Dr. Robert 
Oppenheimer’s colleagues who were forced to sit 
in judgment of him was not that he is, as Profes­ 
sor Schlesinger writes, “a cocky, irritating, even 
arrogant m an.” Many very able men in their own 
fields are cocky, irritating and arrogant. Many of 
the professors, most popular among youngsters, 
are like that.

NEW MAJOR INDUSTRY 
Americans are turning more and more 
to crime. Director J. Edgar Hoover of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation reports 
that if the present rise in crime continues, 
the year 1954 will witness the highest point 
on record. In its first six months 1,136,140 
major crimes were committed. This is 8.5 
per cent more than for the corresponding 
period in 1953. During the same time pop­ 
ulation increased less than two per cent. 
A popular fallacy is dispelled by Hoover. 
It is not, as many Americans like to believe, 
our teeming cities that show this alarming 
crime increase, but the supposedly peace­ 
ful countryside. From January through 
June in 1954 city crime increased only 7.2 
per cent as against 11.9 per cent in the 
rural areas. 
t:ould the influence of the comic books, 
which adults pore over as much as children, 
have something to do with this dismaying 
rise in crime? 


English, but although French is taught in English- 
speaking high schools, there are few pupils emerg­ 
ing from one of these schools who can speak it 
fluently and even intelligibly. 
Dr. Penfield feels that educators are ignornng 
the evolution of the human brain and do not start 
teaching foreign languages until long after stu­ 
dents have passed the age when they could easily 
and effectively learn them. He states that ignor­ 
ance of foreign languages is the greatest barrier 
which exists to world unity and accord yet speech 
was the human brain’s first miracle and it was 
speech which served to make man what he is in­ 
stead of one of the animals. “The brain of man is 
the organ of destiny. It holds within its humming 
mechanism secrets that will determine the future 
of the human race,” he writes. 
Animals, explains Dr. Penfield, bees and birds, 
dogs and monkeys, use an inborn inherited lan­ 
guage. The brain of a child at birth, on the other 
hand, possesses speech areas which are like a 
clean slate ready to be written upon. From the 
age-of one on through early childhood up to 10 to 
14 years, these speech areas on the brain are 
plastic and receptive. All tnis time the brain is 
especially adapted to the learning of languages 
but after the age of 10 to 14, it gradually seems 
to become rigid, slow and less receptive in this 
direction. Why should foreign languages make 
their first appearance on the school program long 
after a boy or girl has lost full capacity for lan­ 
guage learning? 
What is Dr. Ponficld’s suggestion? Children 
from English-speaking homes would go through 
nursery school, kindergarten and the early grades 
until they were eight or ten years old under care 
ot teachers whose mother tongue was French. 
They would accept quite natlirally a state of af­ 
fairs in which they learned Mother Goose in Eng­ 
lish at home and in French at school, or v’ice 
versa. After the first two or three years, the 
Frnech speaking teachers could be exchanged for 
Spanish, German o r other, if a third language was 
wanted. “A child will come through it with no 
more effort for three languages than for one.” 
Perhaps the specialized knowledge of this fa­ 
mous neurologist may lead the way to a revolu­ 
tion in the theory of the teaching of languages. 
His suggestions are certainly well worth thought­ 
ful consideration by our educators.

A y o ung mo th er I knew recently so ugh t pro fessio nal h elp with 
wh at sh e believed was a psy ch o lo gical pro blem. Directed to an ex ­ 
pert no t much o lder th an h erself sh e said, “I o ften h ave to lo rce 
my self to do ch ild caring ro utines th at bo re me.” 
So scared was th e ex pert by h er use o f th e wo rd "lo rce” th at 
sh e reco mmended th e length treatment o f psy ch o analy sis.# 
Wh en th is advice was repo rted to me, I h eld my to ngue. Fo r my 
y o ung friend, like o th er millio ns amo ng us, reveres psy ch o lo gical 
o pinio n as I revere Go d. 
So I co uld no t say , “My dear, wh at y o u’ve h eard is a h uman 
o pinio n. All th at’s h appened is th at y o u’ve talked to a girl wh o 
th inks sell-discipline is a sy mpto m o f mental disease. I do n’t th ink 
so . Wh at a pity y o u h aven’t an o pinio n o f y o ur o wn so th at y o u can 
fo rget o ur o pinio ns.” 
Several no ted psy ch iatrists recently linked th e teach ing o f ch ild 
psy ch o lo gy to th e increasing uncertainty amo ng American parents 
and spreading emo tio nal pro blems in ch ildren. 
I do n’t agree. Th e ch ild psy ch o lo gists are no t o ur pro blem. Our 
dependence upo n th em is. 
A ch ild psy ch o lo gist’s o pinio n o f th e way to treat Billy ’s tan­ 
trum canno t po ssibly make us uncertain if we h ave o ne o f o ur 
o wn o pinio ns to ch eck against it. On th e co ntrary , we can o ccasio n­ 
ally use h is o pinio n by discarding wh at we do n’t want in it; and 
retaining wh at we do . 
But wh en we h ave no o pinio n o f o ur o wn, we are indeed in peril. 
Beause we must so meh o w fill o ur vacuum, we dare no t ex amine 
h is o pinio n. 
We dare no w remember th at it represents th e co nclusio n a man 
h as drawn fro m h is individual ex perience. We h ave to fo rget th at 
h is ex perience is subject to limitatio ns and h is co nclusio n to erro r. 
Wh y do we depend o n th e psy ch o lo gists? Isn’t th is th e Age o f 
th e Fueh rer, th e Co mmissar? W h at’s new abo ut o ur fear o f wh at 
Th o mas Mann calls “th e I and its burdens?” Up to no w', th is cen­ 
tury o f o urs h as just v;aried th e vo lume o f its cry , “Sh o w me th e 
nearest ex it fro m my self!” 
Once a Man wh o lo ved us understo o d o ur distrust o f th e Self. 
So He to ld us wh at it was. He gave us th e definitio n th at h as sup­ 
po rted every self-reliant step y et taken by western man. He said, 
“Th e kingdo m o f Go d is with in y o u.”

Child Psychology Problem 
Is Our Dependence on It 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 
A young mother I knew recently sought professional help with 
what she believed was a psychological problem. Directed to an ex­ 
pert not much older than herself she said, “I otten have to torce 
myself to do child caring routines that bore me.” 
So scared was the expert by her use of the word "force” that 
she recommended the length treatment ot psychoanalysis.^ 
When this advice was reported to me, I held my tongue. For my 
young friend, like other millions among us, reveres psychological 
opinion as I revere God. 
So I could not say, “My dear, what you’ve heard is a human 
opinion. All that’s happened is that you’ve talked to a girl who 
thinks sell-discipline is a symptom of mental disease. I don’t think 
so. What a pity you haven’t an opinion of your own so that you can 
forget our opinions.” 
Several noted psychiatrists recently linked the teaching of child 
psychology to the increasing uncertainty among American parents 
and spreading emotional problems in children. 
I don’t agree. The child psychologists are not our problem. Our 
dependence upon them is. 
A child psychologist’s opinion of the way to treat Billy’s tan­ 
trum cannot possibly make us uncertain if we have one of our 
own opinions to check against it. On the contrary, we can occasion­ 
ally use his opinion by discarding what we don’t want in it; and 
retaining what we do. 
But when we have no opinion of our own, we are indeed in peril. 
Beause we must somehow fill our vacuum, we dare not examine 
his opinion. 
We dare now remember that it represents the conclusion a man 
has drawn from his individual experience. We have to forget that 
his experience is subject to limitations and his conclusion to error. 
Why do we depend on the psychologists? Isn’t this the Age of 
the Fuehrer, the Commissar? W hat’s new about our fear of what 
Thomas Mann calls “the I and its burdens?” Up to now, this cen­ 
tury of ours has just v;aried the volume of its cry, “Show’ me the 
nearest exit from myself!” 
Once a Man who loved us understood our distrust of the Self. 
So He told us what it was. He gave us the definition that has sup­ 
ported every self-reliant step yet taken by western man. He said, 
“The kingdom of God is within you.”
